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SCHOOL REPORT. 


GENERAL Remarks. The state of the schools has been, on the 
whole, very good during the past year so far as the privilege of hay- 
ing a school has been enjoyed. The several districts have been re- 
markably fortunate in their selection of teachers. It is not often 
that so many good teachers are employed in a town of nine districts 
in one year. There have been, in all, fourteen different teachers, 
all of them worthy to be well recommended, some of them possess- 
ing the highest qualifications for their work. The conduct of the 
scholars has generally been yery commendable. No serious disturb- 
ance has occurred in any school, and there has been a good degree 
of harmony between teachers, parents and pupils. Still there are 
some evils to be noticed which may very soon be remedied wholly 
or in part by timely attention and prompt action. One of the most 
obvious of these evils is the small amount of schooling. The evil 
is sufficiently evident to all; the only question we need to consider 
is, how shall it be re medied? It may be replied: J irst, the Town 
ought to raise more money for this purpose. It can afford to. The 
money would be well invested and would yield good interest. 
Secondly, the districts would do well to lengthen their “terms by sub- 
scription or tuition. Some have done this, and others might do it 
to advantage. Five dollars spent in this way may often secure such 
advantages as it would cost thirty-five or forty dollars to obtain by 
sending scholars away from home to school. Thirdly, some of the 
districts should be united. . Nos. 6 and 8 had better be united, or, if 
this cannot be agreed upon, they had better arrange their schools so 
that the scholars of both Districts, as faras possible, may attend the 
schools of both Districts. There should also be a union cn the part 
of Nos. 4,7 and 9. A new,school house is a necessity to No, 4, 
and would be a great convenience to Nos. 7 and 9, and the build- 
ings now used could be sold for nearly, or quite, enough to pay 
their share of the expense incurred in building a new house. 
Should this be done the school could then be divided into two de- 
partments and two teachers could perform all the work of instruct- 
ing to better advantage than three can under the present arrange- 
ment. ‘The school could then be kept during three long terms eve- 
ry year instead of two short ones. There would also be better 
classes and better facilities for teaching. This arrangement might 
well be regarded as a matter of economy, for, in the course of a 
few years the money saved by educating children at home, instead 
of sending them abroad, would more than meet the whole expense. 


Ss 
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In order to remove some of the evils which now exist it is also neces- 
sary, Fourthly, that parents should seek to have their children avail 
themselves of all the advantages they enjoy. They should co-operate 
heartily with teachers. They should give the teacher their confi- 
dence from the first, not waiting to see whether he is likely to be 
successful, bat taking it for granted that this will be the case until 
they find that it must be otherwise. Were every teacher thus sus- 
tained by the parents, many cases of trouble in school would be 
avoided.’ If in any instance, your children are disposed to be diso- 
bedient you should apply the remedy yourself and not leave the 
work wholly to the teacher. The following suggestions. may be of 
some use in such cases. Jirst, keep your children out of bad com- 
pany. Secondly, furnish them with a plenty of good employment. 
Thirdly, give them judicious advice. Fourthly, for further direc- 
tions see Proverbs 23: 13 and 14. With these general remarks 
we pass on to notice the condition of the schools in the several 
districts. 


Disrricr No.1. Teachers—first term, Miss Ruth H. Mitchell, 
second term, Miss M. C. Gault. Whole No. of scholars—first term, 
23, second term 20; average attendance—first term 21, second term, 
15; length of schools—first term 10 weeks, second term 10 weeks. 

Both teachers have had some experience in their work previous 
to their labors in this school the past season. Both are good schol- 
ars in the primary and the higher branches, and are well qualified 
to teach. They kept good order and instructed with much patience 
and skill. At the close of the first term there were good exercises, 
particularly in speaking and mental arithmetic. At the close of the 
second term the school showed marked evidence of haying received 
thorough instruction. 


District No. 2. This school has been interrupted, as is supposed, 
by the work of an incendiary, who thought he could best enlighten 
the District by setting fire to the school house. A new building has 
been erected such as it is an honor to any district to build. 

The first term continued about one week under the charge of Miss 
Sweat, who seemed likely to keep an excellent school. The school 
is now under the care of Miss Mary A. Parker who shows herself to 
be well adapted to her work. Whole No. of scholars51; average 
attendance 40; length of school 14 weeks. 


District No. 8. Teacher, Miss Mary A. Neal. Whole No. of 
scholars—first term 33, second term 80; averge attendance—first 
term 26, second term 25; length of school—first term 8 weeks, sec- 
ond term 8 weeks. 

This school appeared well when visited. By means of some mis- 
understanding the Committee was not notified of the examination 
until it was too late for him to be present. A report carefully made 
out by the teacher has been received from which it appears that a 
greater degree of interest in the school, on the part of the parents, 
is very desirable. 


Disrrict No. 4. Teachers—Miss Mary Doe, Miss Ruth H. Mitch- 
ell. Whole No. of scholars—first term 28, second term 28; average 
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attendance—first term 23, second term 18; length of school—first 
term 12 weeks, second term 6 weeks. 

Miss Doe, the teacher of the summer school, has had much expe- 
rience in her work, but has not become weary of it. She manifest- 
ed a remarkable combination of firmness and gentleness, and conse- 
quently she was very successful in securing good order. The school 
was very backward at the commencement of the term, but made as 
good progress as could have been expected. The second term was 
a private school of a few weeks which was closed without an exam- 
ination, but from the good reputation of the teacher, we should 
judge that the school must have been profitable. 


District No. 5. Teachers—first term, Miss Henrietta Denni- 
son, second term, Miss Marianne Waite. Whole No. of scholars 
—first term 8, second term 21; average attendance—first term 
7 23-44, second term 18; length of school—first term (private school) 
8 weeks, second term 114 weeks. 

This school was very quiet and orderly during both terms, and, 
as might be expected, good progress was made in the branches 
taught. The teacher of the first term, Miss Dennison, though a be- 
ginner, gave evidence of being well qualified for her duties. She 
has a natural tact for governing and imparting knowledge. Miss 
Waite had the advantage of former experience in teaching this 
school and several others. She has shown herself well worthy of 
the confidence which led the District to employ her a second time. 
The scholars in this school deserve credit especially for speaking 
pieces. During the first term there was only one case of tardiness 
and not one dismissal. 


District No. 6. Teachers, first term, Miss Annie H. Cate, sec- 
ond term, Mr. Edward F. James. Whole No. of scholars—first 
term 12, second term 19; average attendance—first term 8, second 
term 18; length of school—first term 10 weeks, second term 8 
weeks. 

Miss Cate discharged her duties in a faithful and acceptable man- 
ner. The school, though small, appeared well at the examination. 
In the winter, the teacher labored at first under some disadvantages. 
He had but little acquaintance with the business of teaching, and it 
required some time for him to learn how to manage a common district 
school; but he manifested a sincere desire to do his whole duty, 
was very ready to receive suggestions and act upon them, and he 
gradually overcame the obstacles which embarrassed him at first, 
so that the school appeared, at the examination, to very good ad- 
vantage. 


District No. 7. Teachers—first term, Miss Georgie F. Austin, 
second term, Miss Mary Doe. Whole number of scholars—first 
term—43; average attendance—first term, 30; length of school— 
first term, 12 weeks. 

Miss Austin was well qualified for her work, and was very labo- 
rious and persevering in performing it. The second term was 
brought to a close prematurely by the sickness of the teacher. The 
conduct of the scholars was generally good. The case of a few 
boys must be excepted. They caused not a little trouble to both 
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teachers. Itis to be hoped that they will manifest a great change 
for the better, whenever they may attend school again. 


District No. 8. ‘Teacher—Miss Bell A. Austin. Whole number 
of scholars—first term—17 ; second term—15; average attendance— 
first term—16; second term—13; length of school, first term—5 
weeks; second term—4 weeks. 

Miss. Austin, though young, exhibited, in a good degree, those 
qualities which are characteristic of the best teachers. At the close 
of the first term the scholars appeared remarkably well, considering 
their very short term of schooling. One of the most successful 
exercises was that in mental arithmetic, in which many numbers 
were added with great rapidity. The second term closed suddenly, 
on account of a failure of funds, without an examination. 


District No. 9. Teachers—first term, Miss Annie E. Mellen, 
second term, Miss Julia A. Doe. Whole number of scholars—first 
term, 22; second term, 20; average attendance, first term, 18; sec- 
ond term, 18; length of school,—first term, 7 weeks; second term 
8 weeks. , 

Miss Mellen has had, but little experience in teaching, yet she 
appeared well in the school room. Miss Doe is quiet and efficient 


in her mode of government and faithful in teaching. The school, 


on the whole, appears to be quite as advanced as could be reason- 
ablyexpected in view of the short terms.
